REALTY BOND BILL 


John Jonsen, Jr., Suggests Making All 


. Representations About Land in

In tbe first. place, should the bill, 
as proposed by DcWitt H. Gray, pass 
the only persons who can possibly be 
benefited thereby will be the bonding- 
companies and attorneys pro and con 
fightinc tbe hundred* of damage cases 
which are certain to follow. 


As I understand it, the bill, U pass- 


ed will H»ve two objects to accom- 
plish. 
Namely, first, weed out the 
"curbstone broker," and the scent who 
resorts to false representation In or- 
der to consummate a sale. Second, to 
protect tbe purchaser in cases where 
he has acquired real property to bis 
detriment, r«lylng on the false repre- 
sentation mado by the agent. 
'.. The "curbstone troker*!.and tbe.dis- 
! honest acent bare been In business 
'from time immemorial, and filling ou 
: statute books full of lawe which are 
aimed to put them out of business wit 
accomplish absolutely nothing. 


Mr. Gray and the realty board were 
instrumental In having an ordinance 
passed in this city Imposing a license 
of J10 per quarter on dealers in real 
estate. Tlie object of this ordinance 
was to do away with tbe "curbstone 
broker," but be is still doing Business 
at tbe old stand, without paying a 


. license. Nearly every "curbstontr" in 
tbls city has the privilege of banging 
his hat In the office of some realty 
firm, and he.evades paying the llcena 
by claiming to be in the employmen 


• of said firm. 
Now, as to the unscrupulous agent 


who resorts to false representation tc 
accomplish his 
purposes—doea 
an; 


sensible person think that a 
$500 


bond will stop 
him? 
A 
thousand 


times, no. 


Should the proposed bill pass, I of 


fer the following suggestion to bonds 
men: 
See to it that all material rep 


resentatlons made by the agent -to a 


• purchaser shall be reduced to writing 
and signed by tbe agent, the owne 
and the purchaser. If this, course I 


. not pursued, every dissatisfied 
pur- 
chaser will sue the agent's bondsmen 
claiming that this and that was rep 
resented to him verbally, with Inten 
to defraud; .that he believed said rep 
resenUtlona to be true, and acted up 
on them' to his damage. Of course his 
\vprd would go as against the word o 
the agent (That hi, If we are to he 
lieve Mr. Gray)—he would have thi 
public believe that the only way to be 
sure that a real estate agent is hon 
cst is to so legislate that he i> forcei 
to be. 


In my opinion, the real estate bust 
ness is a profession, and it is no mor 
ntcesisary to bond an agent than it i 
a lawyer or a doctor. The dlshones 
agent Is soon found out, and 
hi 


chances for doing business In competf 
tlon with reputable dealers grow les 
and less each day. 


A conservative honest agent 
con 


ducts his business along honest lines 


""; and he will continue to do so, bond o 


no bond. The rascal will continue t 
practice his arts of deception day b 
day. clothed In his gown of protec 
tlon—(his bond). 


Who is to decide the amount of th
